Shas and the National Religious 
Party Jast night stampeded into the 
new Likud-Labour coalition, 
though still smarting from the way 
Premier Shamir reneged on his co- 
alition promises. Agudat Yisrael 
was apparently close on their heels. 

The only religious party left out in 
the cold is Degel Hatora, which has 
asked for a court order to stop Sha- 
mir from presenting his cabinet until 
the prime minister agrees to carry 
out the promises made to the small 
ultra-Orthodox party. 

The Jerusalem District Court yes- 
terday rejected the Degel Hatora 
request for a temporary injunction, 
but will hear the case today. 


Tn fact, Degel had decided not to 
be part of the coalition before Sha- 
mir presented the religious parties 
with the fait accompli of the expand- 
ed coalition and narrowed benefits, 
but it insists that the two parties 
have a legal commitment to provide 
“equal terms” for the ultra-Ortho- 
dox ΝΣ onary as promised. 

The first religious party to capitu- 
late was Shas, which called a meet- 
ing of its Council of Tora Sages. 
They approved the recommenda- 
tion brought forward by party leader 
Yitzhak Peretz, to participate in the 
government “in view of the coun- 
try's spiritual and diplomatic 
situation.”

found himself. Der'i, who did not

It remains unclear whether Secre- 
tary-General Uzi Baram — who ini- 
tially agreed to his inclusion in the 
list of 11 ministers presented by 
Peres — would actually join the 
cabinet. 

Baram had pledged earlier in the 
day that he would not join the gov- 
ernment unless Peres included at 
least three new faces in the list of 
ministers. Last night, he said again 
that he would not join the govern- 
ment -- enabling Rafi Edri to join in 
his place. 

Baram had harsh words for Peres, 
who “could not make the coura- 
geous decision to replace a few min- 
isters." Baram said this was particu- 


larly ironic in Jight of the fact that 
the normally “non-initiating” Sha- 
mir had included three new minis- 
ters in his list. 

Peres added Avraham Katz-Oz to 
the cabinet, and placed Rafi Edri in 
the 12th position — in case the large 
parties increased their representa- 
tion as a result of religious parties’ 
not joining. The other ministers pro- 
posed by Peres are Yitzhak Rabin, 
‘Yitzhak Navon, Moshe Shahal, 
Ezer Weizman, Mordechai Gur, 
Ya’acov Tsur, Gad Ya’acobi and 
Moshe Shahal. Outgoing ministers 
Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino and 
Arik Nehamkim (who voluntarily 
withdrew) do not appear on the new 
list.

Likud leader Yitzhak Shamir 
will present his new broad-based 
government to President Herzog 
this moming, 51 days after the 
general elections. 

The coalition consists of the 
two major parties, and two or 
three religious parties - Shas. 
the National Religious Party and 
possibly Agudat Yisrael, which 
was undecided late last night. 

This morning's lecegthy agenda 
starts with the signing of tie cuali- 
tion agreement between the Likud 
and Labour, finalized last night by 
Dan Meridor and Moshe Shahal. 
The agreement has been approved 
by the parties” central committees.

At 9:30, the new cabinet is sched- 
uled to convene for its tirst meeting.

Shamir will detail the new couhtion 
guidelines. which do net deviate 
markedly from those of the ouigeing 
national unity government. 

Last night. the religious purties -

'| Khmer Rouge horror resumes 


SITE B, Thailand - Mom Sokhon 
escaped to a refugee camp in Thai- 
land after surviving four years under 
a Khmer Rouge government that 
had slaughtered six of her relatives 
and hundreds of thousands of other 
people in Cambodia. But in Thai- 
land, she wound up in the Khmer 
Rouge guerrilla-controiled camp of 
Huay Chan. There, she said. the 
horror began again. 

The guerrillas forced the girl, then 
15, to toil all day making punji, 
bamboo spears for impaling enemy 
soldiers. She said she had to make 
regular treks through heavily mined 
mountain passes from the camp to 
Khmer Rouge bases inside Cambo- 
dia, hauling punji, rice and B-67 
anti-tank rounds. 

On each journey, at times a 
month long, mines blew off the legs 
of two or three women in the unit, 
she said. Sometimes, Vietnamese 
soldiers would open fire and kil unit 
members. 

“If anyone refased to join the 
transport team, she would be pun- 
ished with no food and sent to an 
underground prison,” she said. 

After five years at Huay Chan, 
Mom Sokhon fled in November to 
this refugee camp in eastern Surin

province controlled by the non- 
Communist guerrillas of Prince No- 
dorom Sihanouk. She fears the 
Khmer Rouge will hunt her down. 

International aid officials say tens 
of thousands of Cambodian refu- 
gees remain virtual prisoners in 
camps in Thailand where the Khmer 
Rouge force people to serve their 
war machine bent on_re-seizing 
Cambodia following the 1978 Viet- 
namese invasion. 

A senior official experienced with 
tebe! movements in Africa and the 
Middle East said that even in the 
ruthless world of guerrilla warfare, 
it is unusual to use children, some- 
times seven years old, as military 
porters. 

“The disregard for the sick and 
the disabled is extreme,” he said. 
Aid officials said hundreds, perhaps 

, of refugees have died of 
malaria, tuberculosis and other dis- 
eases because the Khmer Rouge re- 
sfused to treat them properly or 
would not allow them to'see foreign 


doctors. 
Another official said these camps 


contain “Δ totally different type of 
people (who) hardly smile at you, 
never greet you ... They are afraid. 
In the other camps, the children run 
up and talk to you: hello, hello. This 
never happens in a Khmer Rouge 
camp.” 

Foreign aid workers have contin- 
ued assistance to some Khmer 
Rouge-controlled camps on the the- 
ory that people in them would be 
even worse off without international 
aassistance. But recently, the 
Khmer Rouge have relocated thou- 
sands of refugees out of two UN- 

isted camps. 

Some 7,000 refugees, for in- 
stance, were moved from the Ta 
Luan camp to a malarial border 
area, where they came under heavy 
cross-border shelling in November. 
Many refugees were believed burt 
but the guerrillas have refused to 
allow aid officials access to them. 

When they ruled Cambodia in 
1975-78, the Khmer Rouge attempt- 
ed to create 2 new agrarian society 
with purges, torture chambers and 
mass relocations of people from the 
cities to rural slave labour camps. 
‘They destroyed religion, culture and 
history.

Likud circles bristled at the real- 
ization yesterday that the Yitzhak 
Shamir- Moshe Arens camp had

In addition to bringing three close 
associates - Dan Meridor, Ronni 
Milo and Ehud Olmert — into the 
government, Shamir also placed his 
designated successor, Moshe Arens, 
in the most favourable position for 
the anticipated leadership struggle. 
As foreign minister, Arens will oc- 
cupy the only major portfolio ac- 
corded to the Likud under the unity 
scheme. ᾿ 

‘Supporters of Ariel Sharon and 
David Levy bemoaned the fact that 
their men would probably retain 
their relatively junior portfolios, 
while Arens would “graduate” to 
the new four-man ministerial dipio- 
matic forum along with Sharnir, Shi- 
mon Peres, and Yitzhak Rabin. 

At Tuesday night’s central com- 
mittee meeting, however, Arens ap- 

to be facing a very long road 
to the party leadership. Compared 
to Levy’s thundering delivery, Shar- 
on’s authoritative approach, and 
even Yitzhak Moda’i's sniping style, 
Arsens's tentative manner was nota- 
bly ineffective. 

He did aot have the sightest con- 
trol over the rowdy committee 
members. Twice Arens asked to be 
allowed to speak and gave up. He 
offered to relinquish bis speaking 
time - only to hesitantly agree to 
speak on bebalf of Shamir’s propos- 
al. More than ever, the introverted, 
cerebral Arens appeared to be out 
of synch with the party many expect 
him to lead one day. 

Shamir also had great difficulty 
controlling the crowd. It appeared 
that many — perhaps ἃ majority - of 
the committee members simply did 
not believe Shamir's claim that a 
“narrow” goverament was unattain- 
able. Repeatedly, Shamir faced par- 
ty members wildly demanding why 
he was “afraid to mule,” why he was 
“relinquishing Likud’s victory in the 
elections.” 

At one point, Shamir stopped 
speaking, tumed helplessly to Shar- 
on, who was chairing the meeting. 
and pleaded with him to restore or- 
der in the “circus.” 

In marked contrast to Shamir and 
Arens, Sharon and Levy appeared 
in charge throughout their appear- 
ances, Levy — who probably brought 
about Shamir’s victory by endorsing 
the unity plan -- was especially effec- 
tive in quelling the unrest. At one 
point in his enigmatic, emotional 
speech, Levy shouted down a heck- 
ler. “Nobody heckles me!” Levy

Among the terrorists captured in 
Germany was Kassem Delkamuni, 
known as Jibril's chief operations 
officer for overseas activities.

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Soviet cosmonauts land after year in space 


MOSCOW (AP) ~ Space endurance 
record holders Viadimir Titov and 
Musa Manarov rode their Soyuz 
TM-4 space capsule to a safe landing 
in Central Asia yesterday despite a 
computer malfunction that extend- 
ed their year-long mission by three 
hours. 

Titov and Manarov, accompanied 
by French cosmonaut Jean-Loup 
Chretien, touched down in Soviet 
Kazakhstan at 12:57 p.m. Moscow 
time, a little more than three hours 


after they were scheduled to land. 

“Immediate medical check-ups 
showed the cosmonauts are feeling 
well.” official Radio Moscow said. 

The landing ended mankind's 
longest space flight. Titov and Man- 
arov, who had been at the Mir orbit- 
ing space complex, had been in 
space just minutes short of a full 
year. 

The Tass news agency reported 
Tuesday that the cosmonauts had 
completed one year in orbit, but 


Tass editors said yesterday they had 
received incorrect information from 
Mission Control about the length of 
the flight. 

Manarov and Titov left the Bai- 
konur Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan 
at 2:18 p.m. on December 21, 1987. 
making their flight about 80 minutes 
short of a full year. 

Radio Moscow said Titov and 
Manarov were undergoing tests to 
determine how well they had en- 
dured the mission. Soviet officials 


have said the ability of cosmonauts 
to endure long periods in space was 
a key to a future manned flight to 
Mars. 

The Tass news agency said the 
crew switched to a back-up comput- 
er program after a fault developed. 

As expected, radio contact with 
the craft was lost between a height 
of 145km. to 80km. because it was 
enveloped by a plasma cloud. The 
capsule’s parachutes opened at a 
height of about 10km.

Soviet pullback puts some Afghanis in panic

KABUL (AFP) - Some 200 Af 
ghans a day are applying for visas to 
leave the country as the deadline 
nears for the Soviet troop withdraw- 
al from istan. 

With eight weeks to February 15, 
the day Moscow says the last Soviet 
soldier will be gone, most visa appli- 
cants lining up outside the gates of 
the Indian embassy in Kabul’'s 
Shahre-Nau district say they are 
fleeing uncertainty. “No one knows 
what is going to happen. It could be 
chaos for a couple of months or 


longer,” an Afghan of Indian origin 
said, 


Many believe Soviet Ambassador 
‘Yuli Vorontsov’s last-minute nego- 
tiations with leaders of the Mujabe- 
deen resistance, who have been bat- 
thing Soviet and Afghan troops for 
the past nine years, could result in 
the installation of ἃ Mujahedeen or 
Mujahedeen-dominated govern- 
ment in Kabul. 

They know that the government 
of President Najibullah, which con- 


-trols Kabul, has not been party to 


the Soviet-Mujahedeen talks, and 
some fear civil war. 

Sources at the Indian embassy, 
the only foreign mission here still 
issuing visas, say 90 to 100 are grant- 


ed a day, and that extra staff have 
been taken on to handle the rush. 
Most applicants are middle-class 
people, shopkeepers and traders, 
professionals and 2 few government 
Officials, many of whom have ob- 
tained passports on the grounds of 
ill health. 

From the embassy they trek to the 
office of Ariana Afghan airlines, 
with its logo of "See the World Like 
Marco Polo,” where they were told 
that all flights to India were booked 
solid through January 3. 

Indian Airlines, which until two 
months ago ran flights three times a 
week to Delhi, stopped its service 
because of the danger presented by 
Mujahedeen rockets and Stinger 
missiles supplied to the Mujahedeen 
by the U.S. 

Meanwhile, life goes on with de- 
ceptive normality. Kabul’s taxis vie 
with military convoys for road 
space, and its two largest hotels — 
the Kabul and the Continental -- 
host wedding parties almost nightly. 

In the bazaars, housewives and 
traders haggle over food prices rock- 
eting daily with the condition of the 
roads leading to neighbouring Paki- 
stan and the Soviet Union, lifelines 
for such basics as flour and fuel. 

“What can we do?” asked a minor

Rival Lebanon 
leaders ask 
Red Cross 
relief workers 
to return 


BEIRUT (Reuter) - The leaders of 
Lebanon’s two rival governments 
asked the International Committee 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) yesterday 
to change its mind about suspending 
relief work in Lebanon and pulling 
out its staff. 

Eleven ICRC staff flew to Switzer- 
land from Cyprus the same day after 
the organization ordered them on 
Tuesday to quit Lebanon, saying 
their lives were in danger. 

Official sources in Beirut said Act- 
ing Prime Minister Selim Hoss, who 
is a Sunni Moslem, and army com- 


dor to international organizations. 
Selim Nafah, to contact ICRC offi- 
cials in Geneva. 

“Both, in separate letters, asked 
him to get in touch with ICRC offi- 
cials to get an explanation for the 
suspension of operations in Lebanon 
and urge them to go back on their 
decision,” one source said. 

Red Cross spokeswoman Marilys 
Ezzeddine told Reuters: ‘‘We were 
shocked by the news. The Red Cross 
and Lebanon will suffer a great deal 
and will face a very difficult period. 
‘We will face problems in providing 
relief services.”’ 

She said the ICRC provided fi- 
mances for her organization and 
“gave us big support in times of 
conflict because they were seen by 
the warring factions as neutral and 
could talk to all militias. 

““We hope this will only be tempo- 
rary because Lebanon is in desperate 
need of the help of the ICRC, maybe 
more than any other country in the 
world,” she added. 

One Lebanese official said the 
pullout was apparently prompted by 
fresh threats against members of hu- 
manitarian organizations, which de- 
fied risks and dangers throughout 
the war in order to help needy peo- 

“Ki and killers no longer 
spare officials of charity and hv- 
accuse them of being spies,"" he said. 

ICRC headquarters in Geneva 
said on Tuesday it had decided to 
suspend operations in Lebanon, the 
first such step in the body’s 125-year 
history, because of threats against its 
Staff whose lives were in acute dan- 
ger. 

The organization operated at least 
five rehabilitation centres as well as 
13 mobile clinics near battle zones. 

On Swiss television, the ICRC 
spokesman said three foreign staff 
would remain in Lebanon for one or 
two days to settle administrative 
matters and the fate of 100 Lebanese 
workers with the organization. 

The surprise evacuation followed 
the release on Friday of Peter 
Winkler, an ICRC worker kid- 
napped in South Lebanon on Novem- 
ber 17.

$50m. worth of cocaine 
seized by Miami customs 


MLAMI (AP) - More than 3,035 
kilograms of cocaine with a street 
value of $50 million were seized 
from two freighters arriving in Mi- 
ami, U.S. Customs agents said. 
The latest seizure came on Tues- 
day after U.S. Customs agents spent 
the weekend staking out the Pana- 
manian-registered freighter Santo 
Domingo Express. Agents acting on 
a tip watched the ship arrive from 
the northern coast of Colombia and 
dock at the Miami River, customs 
spokesman Michael Sheehan said. 
On Monday, after no one came to 
unioad the cocaine and the captain 
tried to leave port, agents boarded 
and seized the vessel.After a 30- 
hour search, agents cut through a 
secret compartment in a ballast tank 
and found 2.170 kg. of, packets, 


numbered and stuffed into duffel 
bags. 
Only the captain was on the ship 
at the time of the seizure und he was 
arrested on smuggling charges. 

Last Thursday, Customs agents 
making a similar surveillance on the 
Miami River boarded a Haitian 
freighter and discovered 579 kg. of 
cocaine concealed inside a fuel tank, 
also stuffed inside duffel bags. 

Three Colombian nationals seen 
driving away from the Haitian 
freighter Cha Cha were arrested, as 
was 2 member of its crew, also a 
Colombian. Both freighters were 
seized in the raids and initial evi- 
dence led agents to believe the two 
seizures totalling 3,050 kg. with a 
Street value of $50m. dollars, are 
related.

Vietnam's invasion in late 1978 
drove the Chinese-armed Khmer 
Rouge to the Thai-Cambodian bor- 
der, where they set up base camps. 
Tens of thousands of civilians under 
Khmer Rouge control were driven 
into Thailand by the devastating 
Vietnamese offensive of 1985. 

In the few camps where aid work- 
ers have access and from which peo- 
ple have fled, the Khmer Rouge 
seem to have abandoned mass kill- 
ings. But they seem to maintain 
their militaristic and xenophobic 
control over virtually every aspect of 
people's lives. Marriage must be ap- 
proved by camp authorities. Reli- 
gious practice is banned. Most men 
wear Chinese military uniforms. In 
some camps. people cannot walk 
outside their own section. 

Wester officials say the same 
brutal, shadowy leaders of 1975-78 
now run the refugee camps — Pol 
Pot, Ta Mok, Son Sen. leng Sary 
and others. 

Officials say little physical force is 
needed because the guerrillas con- 


trol through their fearsome reputa- 
tion and by denying the refugees all 
contact with the outside world. 

But one official cautioned that un- 
reported atrocities may be commit- 
ted in the many closed, military-run 
camps where foreigners are barred. 
These camps contain thousands of 
civilians, and are supplied by China 
and overseen by Thai authorities. 

An official quoted people who 
fled these camps as saying-that er- 
rant refugees are taken from their 
huts at night: “Some come back: 
some don't.” 

Local Thai military commanders 
value their cooperation with the 
Khmer Rouge, and the Thai govern- 
ment wants to maintain good rela- 
tions with Peking. 

Refugees say the camps are gov-. 
emed by a strict vertical hierarchy 
with many amenities of life depend- 
ing on one's personal relationship 
with the privileged top cadres. The 
cadres hold regular indoctrination 
sessions and send errant refugees to 
the military camps for re-education 
or punishment.

“It-can cost a great deal of time 
and effort if you think a llama is 
pregnant and she isn’t.” said Don 
Judah, head of the hospital's radio|- 
ogy services and owner of five of the 
animals. “If she is, you can make 
some money.” 

The hospital now offers lama 
breeders the same-day testing and 
notification it gives to its human 
patients.

It squat- 
ted, toad-like, at the end of Revolu- 
tion Street, until they blew it up at

The magicking of tyrants into 


birdbaths took place long ago, but 
no one has got round to blowing up 
Stalinism. Perestroika and gjasnost 
may fashionably tage further east, 
but 20 years ago jovakia was 
invaded for practising glasnost by 
another name. Today's Czechoslo- 
vakia is a Stalinist police state which 
no one believes in any more; social- 
ism with a custard-pie face. “Wel- 
come to Czechoslovakia,” the sign 
at Prague aii ought to say, “The 
Home of Socialist Unreality.” 

In Kafka’s homeland the absurdi- 
ties curl one on top of the other like 
Prague’s walnut-whip architecture; 
it would be funny if you were al- 
lowed to laugh. But telling jokes in 


this country — the absurdity capital 
of the world, the land of the cracked 
plastic toilet seat — is no laughing 
Matter. 

A 23-year-old Czech scribbled 
some graffiti on a wail: *“The end to 
socialism! What do you say to that, 
Vladimir?" For this cheeky refer- 
ence to Lenin he got 20 months in 
prison. 

A Czech wrote a private letter to 
a friend in West Germany, fantasiz- 
ing about a meeting between Ron- 
ald Reagan and Donald Duck. 
Nothing wrong with that, comrade? 
Ah! Donald Duck could be a refer- 
ence to Milos Jakes, whose name 
means gander in Czech. For offend-

ing against Articles 102 and 103, the 
letter-writer got two years. 

But then you meet a nicer class of 
person in Czech jails, including 
many of the Charter 77 signatories 
who laid their iberty on the line to 
speak up for the rule of law. And 
there are a lot of people to choose 
chums from: Czechoslovakia has a 
prison population three times larger 
per bead than Britain's. Take Va- 
clav (pronounced Vatslav) Havel, 
ex-con, subversive, and, oops!, the 


country’s leading playwright, who 
vas some from May 1979 to spring. 


“Prison is full of absolutely ab- 
surd and unbelievable situations. 


For example, when my letters from 
prison were published in the West, a 
reader would have thought these let- 
ters extremely serious. Jt made the 
impression that 1 had never laughed. 
Not at all. But the prison governor 
had forbidden us to make any jokes 
in our letters, and if you tried, the 
letter would be censored. So 1 left 
all the jokes out.” 

And with that Havel, in his airy 
flat overlooking the River Vitava, 
exhaled blue cigarette smoke and 
popped with laughter like a rwo- 
stroke moped. Although August's 
crowd disturbances have made the 
atmosphere in Prague a little more 
tense, life today for high-profile dis- 


The pressure to conform is great-

Stoppard, whose books line Havel’s 
study, along with a copy of The Sun 
I brought along. (“50 this is 2 news- 
paper? It's not a joke?”) It was 
much. much nastier in the early 
Eighties, when Havel was in Pilsen 
prison. But even then, laughter 
climbed over the walls. 

Havel was in prison with another 
prominent dissident, Jiri Diensbier, 
a Czech journalist who covered the 
Vietnam War from Hanoi before 
1968 saw him barred from his job.

Ethnic tidying up seems to be 
needed élsewhere. In this year of 
grace 1988 Albanians in Marsist Yu- 
goslavia still cannot stand Serbs. Ar- 
menians in the Soviet socialist para- 
dise, once .so free of racialism, 
detest and tussle with Azerbaijanis. 
In Sri Lanka, albeit liberated from 
British colonia! rule, Tamils battle 
against Sinhalese. There is little 
peace in our own country, Israel. 

Examples of disintegration 
abound, at a time when there is a 
contrary trend towards integration, 
visible as the European Common 
Market approaches the magic year 
of fusion, 1992. This book suggests 
an idea for resolving the contradic- 


tion. 

Basically the idea can be traced 
back to Ber Borochov, who wanted 
to reconcile Zionist nationalism 
with socialist internationalism. Ac- 
cording to the Marxist dialectic, he 
argued, nationhood is the next 
phase after feudalism, and world 
government comes later. The Jews 
have first to recover their statehood, 
only then can they unite with other 
independent states in an interna- 
tional fraternity. 

Adler applies a similar theory to 
minorities within the nation-state. 
Let each ethnic group, he says, exist 
apart as a separate entity or prov- 
ince - te ethnically, liguisti- 
cally, culturally and politically. 
Then link up these autonomous 
provinces. Join them into a single 
association or federation -- but on ἃ 
ὡς τὰ of strict equality. 

The recommendation is simple, 
yet achieves two aj itly irrecon- 
cilable ends: self-determination and 


necessary to fit ethnic divisions, and 
if each province or region is given 
enough independence — which re- 
quires mutual acts of trust — there 
should be no objection left to join- 
ing together as partners in a com- 
mon nationhood.

HE'LL NEVER forget. He'll never 
forgive. Nazis are Haviv Kna’an’s 
abomination. Years ago, practically 
single-handedly, he conducted a 
campaign to jail Pieter Menten, a 
Dutch SS trooper who killed his 
family in Lwow when the Germans 
overran that Polish city. 

Today, suffering from 2 burst 
blood-vesse] in one eye, hardly able 
to read, he still leaves no stone un- 
tumed in an effort to persuade the 
Australian authorities to cancel the

Germans who were deported to 

Australia by the British as enemy 
aliens during World War I. 

“Do I_have any chance?” he 


wonders. 

Kna’an has ali the names of the 
German Nazis in Palestine in the 
1930s. The list was not compiled by 
him. ““Who was I to be able to ac- 
quire documents myself at the 
time?” The information came from 
Jacob Weiss, the head of the Tem-

ter, did not hide his disgust - and 
dread — of Hitler. The man would 
bring calamity not only on Germany 
but on the world, he used to say.

AFTER THE WAR, Kna’an was 
the main witness in the trial of Men- 
ten. It had almost cost him his life. 
“After the trial was almost over I 
went into a bar, accompanied by my 
daughter, and ordered a glass of 
beer. I don't know what happened a 
moment later. For when I regained 
consciousness I was in hospital; and 


a kind woman, strangely reminis- 
oat of my wife, was leaning over 


<The woman was his wife — but she 
had to produce her to con- 
vince im of that. Pes shoes he 
suffered from was caused by a fall. 
Apparently, he had sat over a trap- 
door used for hauling supplies up 
from the basement; the lift was not 
secured firmly that morning. 

According to Kna‘an, some 1,500 
Germans were deported from Pales- 
tine to Australia. “I was dismayed 
to read one day that they had been 
granted Australian citizenship. I 
sent a letter to Bob Hawke — who is 
now Australia’s premier -- when he 
visited Israel several years ago, urg- 
ing him to deport them all to Ger- 
many, where they belong. No an- 
swer. Possibly my letter was not 
delivered by the journalist whom I 
asked to act as messenger.” 

Many of the Palestinian Germans 
must be dead by now, but their chil- 
dren must be alive: in Kna’an’s 


Frankly, we doubt it. Very much 
so. Good Christians want us to for- 
get ona fe forgive the pro-Nazi Jerusa- 
lem mufti, Haj Amin el-Husseini 
and his relative, Arafat.

ict-ridden Jerusalem envi- 
ronment. He requested that we 
establish an industrial park: in 
Jerusalem similar in style to 
that of Tefen. 

We naively thought that the 
university campus at Givat 
Ram would be an ideal site, 
symbolizing a change of direc- 
tion in Jerusalem's develop- 
ment, with the “house of learn- 
ing” providing a home for 
action and practical deeds, and 
contributing to the design of a 
new path for Jerusalem. How- 
ever, it did not work out that 
way. 

The university objected to 
the idea, preferring to remain 
isolated in its spiritual ivory 
tower. There the matter now 
stands: The university typifies 
those institutions which import 
money and export emigrants. 

How were we to reach 
Jerusalem? 

We returned to the lesson 
learned in 1948 and tried to set 
up the industrial park at the 
Kastel. This time we were told 
it was too close to Jerusalem. 
though what harm the proximi- 
ty could do, God only knows. 

And then — as was the case 40 

ago - we moved a little 
further away. to Sha’ar Hagai, 
from where we will seck a 
“Burma Road” by which to 
teach Jerusalem, to conquer a 
comer of the city for the pre- 
sent and not only for the sake 
οὗ history. 

As long as Jerusalem must 
be the capital, for reasons root- 
ed in its past and not related to 
its future, the gulf separating 
the city from the people of Isra- 
el and the new Israel will con- 
tinue to widen. 

The simple truth is that the 
situation could be quite differ- 
ent. In the Tefen area of the 
Galilee, there is a small comer 
consisting of several square ki- 
jometres and a few thousand 
people which is exporting 
goods to the tune of $200 mil- 
lion. Jerusalem, capital of Isra- 
el, with a population of 
400,000, barely exports more 
than this. 


There is something very il- 
logical and wrong here. A flag- 
ship is not a ship whose only 
cargo is a flag. And a flagship 
also needs to defend itself. Is- 
rael's flagship should proudly 
transport the country’s prod- 
ucts to the world's markets. It 
should transport in its hold 50 
times more than it exports to- 
day - and then, and only then, 
will it be the real capital of 
Israel. 

No spiritual vision will ema- 
nate from the flagship to the 
world until such time as its flag 
bears the word ‘‘indepen- 
dence." The only interpreta- 
tion of this can be: Get to 
work! —

Bard comes to Beersheba 


“DO YOU KNOW me, sir? Am I 
Dromio? Am I your man? Am I 
myself?" 

No, the speaker's confusion is not 
due to some late-20th-century psy- 
chological malady, whereby peo- 
ple’s identities are lost as easily as 
house keys. It is, rather, the result 
of two servants named Dromio, two 
masters named Antipholus, and one 
playwright named Shakespeare. 

Tt is The Comedy of Errors, pre- 
miering — as a musical comedy — at 
the Beersheba Municipal Theatre 
on Saturday. 

Shak e's first comedy and 
one of his shortest plays. The Come- 
dy of Errors has often been adapted 
in ways in which other of the Bard's 
works could never be. At times, it 
has been shortened to fit iato a twin 
dill; more often, it has been length- 
ened by the addition of music, song, 
dance, mime and extra dialogue. 

“I've added a few lines about our 
current political situation,”” says di- 
rector Micha Lewensohn. “It’s not 
as sacrilegious as it seems. Careful 
reading of Shakespeare's works will 
show that he, too, made irreverent 
allusions to the foibles of his own 
Elizabethan society.” 

Shlomo Gronich has written the 
music for this production, and “it’s 
decidedly Middle Eastern in tempo. 
which is in keeping with Shake- 
speare's intentions by setting the 
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play in Ephesus, an ancient city of 
Asia Minor,” he adds. 


THE COMEDY OF ERRORS is a 
farce based on mistaken identity. 
Due to a shipwreck, twin brothers of 
aristocratic origin (both named An- 
tipholus) were separated shortly af: 
ter birth, each with his servant (both 
named Dromio). About 20 years lat- 
er, the brother who was raised in 
Syracuse, together with his servant, 
goes to look for his long-lost twin in 
Ephesus. (The twin servants, how- 
ever, are unaware of each other's 
existence.) 

The blunders begin when Dromio 
of Ephesus is ordered by his mistress 
to bring his master home to dinner. 
The servant spots Antipholus of Syr- 
acuse, whose servant has gone off to 
the market and. mistaking him for 
his own master, gets involved in a 
conversation with him that goes 
slightly haywire. 

‘When the master’s twin believes 
that “his” servant is talking non- 
sense, he beats him. When that ser- 
vant goes home and tells his mistress 
that “her husband” not only refuses 
to come home, but denies even hav- 
ing a wife, she beats him. When the 
rightful slave returns to his master 


and has no recollection of the events 
that have just occurred, bis master 
beats him “again.” 

Antipholus and Dromio (of Syra- 
euse) cannot fathom why everyone 
in Ephesus seems, on the one hand, 
to recognize them, while, on the 
other hand, getting aff the facts 
wrong. Before long. the residents 
are convinced that their town is in- 
habited entirely by madmen or 
“sprites.” - 

The plot thickens when the travel- 
ling brother meets his sister-in-law, 
who not only mistakes him for her 
tardy husband, but also berates him 
for an imagined infidelity. Her ad- 
dress to him would be a moving 
tribute to the trials and tribulations 
of married life -- were it not both 
unfounded and delivered to the 
‘wrong person! With equal measures 
of bewilderment and intrigue, the 
Syracusan decides to go along with 
the confusion and assumes the iden- 
tity of his Ephesan twin. 

Now safely enthroned as “the 
master of the house,"” he contributes 
further to the good-natured may- 
hem by ing in love with his 
“wife's” sister... and so on and so 
forth until everyone enjoys a happy 
ending. 


Cairo film festival fiasco 


CHAOS PREVAILED at last 
week's International Film Festival 
in Cairo. This time. no chairs were 
thrown at the official platform. as 
happened at the international! festi- 
val held recently in Alexandria; nev- 
ertheless the police had to be called 
to restore order. 

Some 3,000 invitations were sent 
out for the opening ceremony, held 
in a hall which barely seats a thou- 
sand. Those delegates and visitors 
from abroad who could not get seats 
either stood for three hours or left 
the auditorium. 

Dozens of local and foreign film 
critics arrived for the ceremony only 
to find that the doors to the audito- 
rium were barred half an hour be- 
fore opening time, and they were 
focked out of Cairo’s Metro movie- 
house. When the police arrived, 
they ordered the doors to remain 
closed. 

The next day, festival director 
Sa’ad-eddin Wahaba faced a press 
confererce and publicly admitted 
the management was to blame for 
printing 3.000 invitations and send- 
ing them for distribution, without 
entering invitees’ names, to various 
organizations and societies. 
᾿ς, He did not redress the disappoint-

ment of most of the guests from 
abroad, many of whom had walked 
out of the ceremony. 

The festival lasted 10 days, with 
entries from 52 countries. And the 
chaos continued. Despite advance 
assurances by the management that 
dozens of leading foreign film stars, 
producers and directors would at- 
tend the event, none appeared. The 
only prominent foreign film star was 
the Syrian comedian Dorid Lahem, 
who stayed only two days. 

Two screenings were banned by 
the Egyptian censor- one film from 
India, the other from East Germany 
— because they dealt with the rela- 
tionship between Communism and 
religion. Argentinian Director Fer- 
nando Solina, whose film South won 
an award at the Cannes Festival, 
was livid when the movie was 
screened on an old projector in a 
disco cellar in the Semiramis Hotel. 
Reporters present said he appeared 
to be on the verge of a heart attack. 
Eventually, the movie was shown in 


appropriate surroundings. 
nings were late, one French 
film being shown two and a half 


hours after the scheduled time. 
Meanwhile, a number of people had 
somehow got their hands on the spe- 
cial yellow passes enabling free en- 
try to all festival events and screen- 
ings - a local reporter discovered 
these passes had been “sold” by fes- 
tival officials at ££5 apiece. 

When the symposium on “Wom- 
en's Cinema” began, a fight erupted 
between the moderator and Egyp- 
tian woman film director Inas Da- 
gidi who demanded that the sympo- 
sium be immediately renamed 
“Cinema of Life.” 

The Egyptian press unleashed a 
violent wave of criticism against the 
organizers of the festival, demand- 
ing their dismissal. The weekly Rose 
el- Youssuf called the entire project a 
national shame. Coming after a sim- 
ilar scandal at the Alexandria Inter- 
national Film Festival. where a dis- 
appointed Egyptian film director 
threw a chair onto the platform, hit- 
ting the lighting equipment, and 
cursing the judges, this Cairo festi- 
val brought no satisfaction to any- 
one. 

The next Cairo International Film 
Festival is due to be held in one 
year’s time: the organizers are 
promising’ to do, better... 


Puppets 
for adults. 


THE GOOD NEWS is that the mar- 
vellous Hungarian State Puppet 
Theatre will visit Israel again .in 
April. The even-better sews is that 
this time, their programme is for 
grown-ups only. 

This year's programme is called 
Faces and Masks and incorporates 
puppets. human actors and the tech- 
nical wizardry that dazzled last 
year's audiences. As an added chu- 
par, the plays have been translated 
into Hebrew by Ada Brodsky. 

The repertoire includes Adven- 
ture, a story that uses only objects, 
written in 1962 by the theatre's di- 
rector, Dezso Szilagy, with music by 
Hungarian composer Georg Ligeti, 
and Thirst. Samuel Beckett's fam- 
ous monodrama without words 
about a man in the desert. 

Actors bas two humans and a 
man's suit, and The Tale of a Soldier 
also uses a mix of puppets and hu- 
man actors. This piece was written 
by Swiss author C.F Remuz after 
World War I, and tells the tale of a 
soldier who returns from the front 
with nothing but his life and a violin. 

Prokoviev's Classic Symphony is 
the musical backdrop to the last 
piece on the programme, a story 
within a story, also written by Dezso 
Szilagy. It tells of a prince and his 
bride who watch a puppet fable and 
interfere, with surprising results. 

The Hungarian State Puppet The- 
atre will have its first performance 
on April 11 at the Eretz Israel] Muse- 
um in Ramat Aviv. followed by a 
countrywide tour.

“With two sets of twins, Shake- 
speare exploits every possible com- 
bination of mixup," Lewensobn 
continues. “By the final act, all the 
townspeople are convinced that the 
four are mad; and the more they tell 
the truth, the madder they are ad- 
judged. Once you accept the farcical 
nature of the story, all the improba- 
ble plot twists and tums fall into 
place.” 

The concatenation of honest mis- 
takes, intentional deceptions, non- 
sensical dialogue and slapstick vio- 
lence may remind you that you've 
seen all this before. If you grew up 
in the 1950s -- when Lucy Riccardo 
in I Love Lucy was forever disguis- 
ing herself as an entertainer in order 
to appear at her husband Ricky's 
nightclub ~ and came to maturity in 
the 1980s, when Jack Tripper of 
Three's Company was disguising his 
heterosexuality in order to receive 
his landlord's permission to live with 
two women, then you can appreci- 
ate The Comedy of Errors as the 
16th-century precursor of the televi- 
sion situation comedy. 

“And don’t stop with Shake- 
speare,”” Lewensohn adds. “He bor- 
rowed the plot from the Roman 
playwright Plautus.” 

Getting theatrical mileage out of 
mistaken identity has, it seems, as 
venerable a tradition as that of 
Western civilization itself.

About 15 years ago, an anteced- 
ent of this instrument, the Kurzweil 
Reading Machine was invented bya 
young. MIT graduate, Raymond 
Kurzweil, who decided he wanted to 
devote his life to helping the blind. 
Until recently, the machine was 


. €normous’ and cost hundreds of 


thousands of dollars. Now, it has 
been “brought down to size” and is 
about the width of a microwave 
oven and a lot smaller than a micro- 
wave in its other dimensions. 
Israel is the first country outside 
the U.S. where this machine — the 
first in the world which can read 
books aloud — will be marketed. A 
final price has not yet been set by 
Largo-Medan, the company which 
will market the machine here, ex- 


The machine contains a central 
* procesing unit and Dec-talk 
synthesizer, a hand-held scanner 
‘with which the user can read materi- 
al and an automatic scanner on 
which the page can be placed to be 
read aloud in its entirety. All forms 
of printed text, from typewritten let- 
ters to books, can be read, and the 
machine can also interface with a 
Personal computer and read every- 
thing on the computer screen. 


In addition to being of great value 
to blind persons in their personal 
and professional lives, the machine 
can help the visuaily-impaired elder- 
ly and those suffering from dyslexia. . 

‘The machine “reads” only En- 
lish. There are technological diffi- 
calties in programming it to “read” 
Hebrew because the language is 
written without vowels. Whether an 
effort will be made to overcome 
these problems will depend on the 
availability of funding and the size 
of the potential market.

Computerizing 


SOME PEOPLE love the challenge 
of flipping through a dictionary or a 
thesaurus for just the right word, 
while others, unable to spell the 
word correctly or impatient about 
searching on many pages, find it an 
annoying task. This second group 
‘will rejoice over the new compnter- 
ized spelling dictionaries and dictio- 
nary-thesaurnses that aré now avail- 
able in Israel. 

So far, they are produced only in 
American or British English, but 
One company is negotiating on a He- 
brew-English dictionary-thesaurus 
as well. : 

The most expensive, yet the most 
sophisticated device (you get what 
you pay for), is the Franklin Lan- 
guage Master dictionary/thesaurus, 
imported from the U.S. by the C-Or 
company in Tel Aviv and sold here 
for NES 600 (in the U.S. it sells for 
$250-299). About the size of a soft- 
cover pocket book, the mini-com- 
puter offers concise definitions of 
more than 80,000 words from the 
Merriam-Webster Dictionary. 
Franklin bought the rights to the 
dictionary’s word list and defini- 
tions, and tumed it into computer- 
ized data. Uzi Harmati, director of 
C-Or, notes that most English 
speakers rarely use more than 
20,000 words. 

The Language Master uses a regu- 
lar QWERTY keyboard, which 
makes it easier for touch-typists to 
enter words. It also has a help menu. 


that explains exactly how to use it. 
There is a four-line screen, and ar- 
rows for scrolling up and down. 
When you enter ἃ word you want 
defined or spelled, you can give only 
part of it or misspell it, and the 
computer automatically produces a 
Tong list of words that contain most 
of the letters. It also tells you the 
parts of speech. Some proper nouns 
are listed as well. “Palestine,” for 
example, is explained as the territo- 
ry that now comprises Israel and 
Jordan. And “hutzpah” is also list- 
ed, but not “fess.” If synonyms are 
available, the screen shows the let- 
ter “T.” You press “T” and get a list 
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of possible meanings for the original 
word. You choose one and get the 
various alternatives. Its computing 
Capacity reaches up to 1.5 mega- 


Franklin also produces a speller- 
thesaurus without the dictionary 
feature for NIS 180 and a more so- 
phisticated version for NIS 250 that 
plays a number of games, including 
Hangman and helps you complete 
your crossword or play Scrabble.

One drawback of the Language 
Master is the price: it is too expen- 
sive ta leave on your desk unattend- 
ed.

The Jerusalem Post for only Nowe

300), the WordFinder is called 8 
“Dictionary-Thesaurus” but it does 
not offer definitions. It is a dictio- 
nary-speller of 100,000 American 
English words, and offers 220,000 
synonyms as well. It has ἃ two-line 
screen and a number of special fea- 
tures, including the “jumbler, 
which lets you enter a number of 
letters and gives you a list of words 
that can be composed from it, There 
is also ἃ crossword feature. Its vo- 
cabulary includes the U.S. states as 
well as major international capitals 


* and cities. 


The WordFinder runs on four tri- 
ple A batteries that are included in 
the price, and its letters are ar- 
ranged in both QWERTY and al- 
phabetical sequences. 

Harmati of C-Or says that his 
company has sold over 1,000 Frank- 
lins, mostly to company administra- 
tors who want them for themselves 
or their secretaries, as well as uni- 
versity students and some well-off 
high schoo! pupils. Being cheaper, 
the WordFinder will probably have 
a broader appeal. 


All the word computers are a joy 
to people who love the English lan- 
guage. Think how often you bother 
to open a dictionary. If you have a 
WordFinder or a Franklin, you 
won't be able to keep your hands off 
it. 


A Nobel laureate’s sense of adventure 


WHEN PROF. Melvin Schwartz 
was told he had won this year's No- 
bel Prize for Physics, he admits he 
was surprised. The 56-year-old 
American physicist left the academ- 
ic world 10 years ago to start a com- 
puter company in the Silicon Valley. 
“I didn’t think they awarded Nobel 
prizes to businessmen,” he quips. 

Schwartz, a Jongstanding member 
of the Weizmann Institute's Scien- 
tific and Academic Advisory Com- 
mittee, was in Israel recently for the 
Institute's annual Board of Gover- 
nors meeting. 

‘The former professor of physics at 
both Stanford and Columbia Uni- 
versity said Israel deserves high 
marks for scientific achievement. 

He cited the Weizmann Institute, 
in particular, ranking it as right at 


the top of the field in biology and 
among the top 10 in physics. 

Tn particle physics, his own field, 
the most important experiments wh- 
der way today are being conducted 
by a multinational team of scientists 
that includes contingents from the 
Weizmann Institute. 

“Weizmann Institute physicists 
are having a much greater impact on 
these international experiments 
than one would expect, given their 
numbers,” he says. “Not until the 
experiments are completed in five to 
10 years will we be able to assess the 
extent of this impact. but it is likely 
that it will be quite significant.” 


SCHWARTZ WON the coveted 
prize together with two colleagues, 
Profs. Leon Lederman and Jack 


Steinberger, for an experiment they 
conducted at the Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory in Long Island in 
1962. Using a powerful accelerator, 
the three physicists pioneered a 
technique to capture the neutrino -- 
an elusive particle that is essentially

without mass or charge. In the pro- 
cess. they discovered other particles 
in the subatomic world including the 
muon neutrino, believed to be one 
of the dozen building blocks of na- 
ture. Their findings launched a new 
branch of science -- neutrino physics. 

Schwartz was a 29-year-old asso- 
ciate professor at Columbia Univer- 
sity when he completed the seminal 
experiment. He cites a string of oth- 


er American scientists who complet- 
ed their finest work while still in 
their 209. “This is typical of the 
youthful. brash spirit of science in 
the United States,” he says. “There 
is an openness to daring new ideas, 
regardless of the age or position of 
the scientist.” Schwartz believes 
that the same pioncering spirit ac- 
counts for many of the outstanding 
strikes Israel has made, particularly 
in the fields of molecular biology. 
computer science and agriculture. 
What makes a good scientist? 
“Only one quality -- a sense of ad- 
venture.” he maintains. “Uniess 
he's prepared to explore areas that 
nobody's ever probed, he'll never 
find anything new. In other words, 
unless you're pr to find noth- 


thing and succeed." 

“You've got to be ἃ gambler in 
Science — the rest is luck and some 
intelligence. But basically it’s the 
entrepreneurial sense of risk and ad- 
venmre that is essential.” 

It was that sense of adventure that 
drove the eminent physicist to leave 
the field. “I wanted to try something 
new. The Silicon Valley was just 
beginning. It looked as though an 
exciting new world was opening up, 
so I decided to jump in.” 

Schwartz founded Digital Path- 
ways, which is today a leading man- 
ufacturer of data communications 
security equipment. 

“Everyone should change some- 
thing major in the course of his 
life,” says the physicist-tumed-busi-

Snails offer clue to Negev prehistory 


BELIEVE IT or not, the northern 
Negev (a derivative of the Hebrew 
word fordry") was wet in prehistor- 
ic times. Dr. Glenn Goodfriend, an 
evolutionary biologist and snail ex- 
pert at the Weizmann Institute of 
Science in Rehovot, has come to this 
conclusion by studying the plant dict 
of fossil land snail shells from the 
area. : 

Writing in the prestigious British 
science journal Nature, Dr. Good- 
friend reconstructs the prehistoric 
distribution of desert plants in the 
northem Negev by analyzing the 
stable carbon isotopes in the organic 
matter of the fossils. This matter is 
derived from the snail's vegetarian 
diet, and the isotopic composition 
discloses the types of plants the 
snails were eating from around 2500 
to 1000 BCE, which is their age, 
according to radiocarbon dating. 

The land snails were then feeding 
solely on non-desert plants, whereas 
today the northern Negev — on the 
edge of the Saharan arid zone — 
supports desert vegetation. This 
transition to desert flora took place 
some 20 kilometres south of where it 
occurs today, says Goodfriend. This 
indicates that the climate of the 
northern Negev was very different 
then, receiving up to twice as much 
rainfall as it does today. 

Goodfriend admits that many ar- 
chaeologists will find it hard to ac- 
cept that substantial rain fell in the 
tegion during the middle to late 
Bronze Age, for the Negev civiliza- 
tion was then in the process of de- 
cline. Though it could previously 
boast of a great city where Arad 
stands today, by the year 2000 BCE, 
the region had apparently been to- 
tally abandoned and was not reset- 
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tled until the arrival of the Israelites 
800 years later. 
For lack. of evidence to explain 
the abandonment, many archaeolo- 
ists have suggested that the climate 
e dry, as it is today. But 
Goodfriend says the snail fossils tell 
the truth, and that a better under- 
standing of the cultures of that time 
will some day provide the explana- 
tion. 


Until now, other methods have 
been used to study prehistoric cli- 
mates in the region, including pollen 
analyses and lake-level studies of 
the Dead Sea. But these, says 
Goodfriend, are not accurate for the 
northern Negev -- a transition area 
between two very different climactic 
zones — because they can be affected 
by the wet Mediterranean zone a 
few kilometres away. 


SPEAKING OF fossils, two Chica- 
go researchers have discovered a 
well-preserved insect fossil in Cana- 
da that they say is the most primitive 
specimen known and gives scientists 
a closer look at life on earth hun- 
dreds of millions of years ago. 
Found in shale rock in Gaspé 
Bay, Quebec, the rare three-dimen- 
sional fossil is about 390 million 
years old and is related to bristle-tail 
insects currently found in tropical 
climates, according to University of 
Chicago paleobiologist Conrad La- 
bandeira. The insect dates from the 
Devonian Period 350 million to 400 
million years ago. at a time when 
North America and Europe were 
one continent straddling the equa- 
tor. He believes it is a very signifi- 
cant find, because it is exquisitely 
preserved and the most primitive 
insect known. The gapea, as Laban- 
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deira has called it, is about five milli- 
metres long and has a well-devel- 


‘oped mouth. It probably fed off 


decomposing plant material and 
other detritus. The Chicago re- 
searchers dated gapea by using 
primitive spore fossils found nearby 
that are frequently employed by sci- 
entists to develop chronologies for 
fossils millions of years old. 
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A TINY DEVICE that helps dis- 
close break-ins is being imported to 
Israel. A miniature electric counter, 
it can be installed on ordinary doors 
or or sophisticated safes. It can tell 
you whether the door has been 
opened and if so, on what day and at 
what time. Thus you can know 
whether the opening was authorized 
or not. Manufactured by the British 
company Encrypta and called the 
Microseal, the device cannot be ad- 
justed to hide entry, according to 
the Israel Security Centre, which 
imports it. It can operate in extreme 
temperature conditions, from -10 
degrees centigrade to +70 degrees 
centigrade. The company says it 
would be useful in military installa- 
tions, embassies, prisons. banks. 
computer companies. hotels, high- 
tech companies and others that need 
to control access. 


A PHOTOCOPY machine so small 
that it can be carried around in an 
attache case is being manufactured 
by the Sharp company and sold in 
Israe!. Sharp claims that it can per- 


form as wel! as the large machines 
and just as fast. It car be attached to 
a computer printer or modem and is 


rechargeable. 


A COMPUTER system that can 
translate five Asian languages has 
been developed experimentally in 
Japan. The Ministry of Internation- 
al Trade and Industry (Miti) ear- 
marked six billion yen ($49 million) 
last year for a six-year NCC project 
to develop a computer system that 
could translate documents in Japa- 
nese, Chinese. Thai, Malay and In- 
donesian. Miti said the project 
would help remove communication 
difficulties stemming from language 
barriers ip various cultural and tech- 
nological exchanges between Japan 
and other Asian nations. 

The centre now plans to improve 
the program's electronic dictio- 
naries and to upgrade the prototype. 
The system. when completed, will 
be capable of turning out a rough 
translation of a document equiva- 
lent to 500 English words in the five 
programmed languages within 10 
seconds. 


THE VOLCANI Institute has con- 
ducted successful experiments in 
growing the darnel weed to replace 
some of the expensive imported ani- 
mal feed for cows. Darel, known as 
zun in Hebrew, was grown here sev- 
iy years ago, but it was discontin- 
ued. 

Studies show that if 60 per cent of 
imported grains in the cows’ diet is 
teplaced by damel. they can gain 
weight and thrive, and their milk 
and fat production actually in- 
creases, The daily cost of feeding a 
cow drops from NIS6 to NIS 5. 
Damel was sown in the northern 
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Negev, and found suited to the cli- 
mate. The growing of damet fodder 
will also provide a living to farmers, 
π᾿ the Volcani Institute. 

ntil now, 70 per cent of cowfeed 
has been concentrated grain from 
abroad, and the rest was preserved 
fodder grown here, either wheat or 
corn. But as soon as these produce 
seeds, the rest of the plant turns to 
low-quality hay, not useable for any 
other purpose. But darnel retains its 
nourishing quality, and can be 
grown in sewage or even salty water 
that cannot be used for irrigating 
plants meant for humans. 

The institute's scientists believe 
darnel can replace cotton, which 
“drinks” a lot of water and is mar- 
keted for low prices. 


CHINA PLANS to tiple its com- 
puter production from last year's 
level to six billion yuan ($1.6 billion) 
by 1990. although exports will re- 
main minuscule, according to the 
New China News Agency. The 
agency said China would build fac- 
tories in special economic zones, 
coastal areas and major cities in a 
bid to modernize its fledgling com- 
puter industry. now only capable of 
producing large and medium-sized 
systems. 

Most Chinese computers are still 
only sold domestically as they “lack 
international competitiveness”, the 
agency said. Exports are “tiny” 
compared with Japan, Taiwan, Sin- 
gapore and Hong Kong but China 
plans to increase exports to $200 
million by 1990 and $6 billion by the 
tum of the century.

Few openings for jobless 
Job counselors edgy

For Finance Minister Peres 


Belated battle of the budge

Shimon Peres will have very little 
time to decide on what steps to take 
as the new Finance Minister. The 
seven weeks of coalition talks have 
consumed most of the time that in 
other circumstances would have 
been used to prepare and push badly 
needed measures through the 
cabinet. 

The state budget is traditi 
presented to the cabinet by the end 
of the year and approved by mid- 
January. It is then tabled m the 
Knesset, where a further round of 
negotiations may change some of its 
details but not the basics. It is al- 
ready behind schedule. 

Furthermore, this year's state 
budget will be special. It will be 
accompanied by a package of eco- 
nomic steps that both the Treasury 
and the Bank of Israel consider es- 
sential. Heading the list is a NIS 1.5 
billion cut in the budget deficit. The 
agenda also includes 2 15% devalua- 
tion, a package deal with the Hista- 
drut and the private employers, and 
a redaction in the scope of collective 
wage negotiations. 

For Peres, the bottom line is that 
he must not only implement very 
harsh economic measures but be has 
only about three weeks to win the 
cabinet’s backing. He may ask for a 
delay, but this can be no longér than 
amonth. Peses is therefore 
to quickly define a set of targets for 
his policy, produce an economic 
plan, translate it into figures and 
convince his cabinet collegues over 
the next three to seven weeks. Ironi- 
cally, most of the opposition Peres 
can expect to encounter is from the 
senior members of his own Labour 
Party.

The number of candidates to de- 
velop the giant Shalom Centre pro- 
ject, a complex of shopping and of- 
fice space planned for a site between 
the Kirya and the Ayalon Highway, 
was shortlisted to five Tuesday, and 
a final candidate should be selected 
in six to eight months. 

The five, picked from 19 who sub- 
mitted tenders, are: Westfield Hold- 
ings Ltd. and Lustig and Moar, both 
based in Australia; Canit Invest- 


ment Management Ltd., a joint Is- - 


raeli-Canadian/ venture headed by 
shopping mali developer David Az- 
rielli; the Atlanta, Georgia-based 
Portman Group; and the Heron 
Group, a joint Israeli-foreign ven- 
ture whose participants include the 
Israeli Corp., Charles Ackerman, 
Gerald Ronson and Maurice Wohl. 

The developer finally selected will 
be expected to purchase the land, 
now occupied by an Egged garage, 
design and build the project, and 
manage it upon completion. The 
$200 million complex will contain 
150,000 square metres of floor 
space, of which a third will be offices 
and the remainder a shopping cen- 
tre. The office space is designed to 
be occupied by businesses now oper- 
ating out of residential space. 

A spokesman for the city, which is 
conducting the tender, says con- 
struction should begin 18 months 
from now. 


THE AYALON HIGHWAY is 
acting as a magnet for development 
of office, shopping and residential 
space. Besides the Shalom Centre, 
development is proceeding on the 
sites of the old United Dairies and 
Assis sites, north and south of the 
Diamond Exchange. respectively. 
Between the Halacha bridge and th 
north train station the Project 2000 
plan envisions 250,000 square me- 
tres of office and commercial space. 

Further south along the artery, 
near Derech Shaiom, the Darom 
Hakirya project is being constructed 
in Stages as land becomes available. 
Ultimately it will contain 240,000 
square metres of offices, mainly for 
the city and cental government, and 
stores. Another 150,000 square me- 


tres of space dedicated to high tech- 
nology industry is slated for the area 
around the Cinerama. Many of the 
factories and workshops that occupy 
the area now are being converted 
into office space on a smaller scale. 

The key to ail this development is 
the Ayalon itself. which enables 
people working or visiting offices 
and stores in the area to zip in and 
out without getting entangled in Tel 
Aviv traffic. The suburban rail sys- 
tem, announced earlier this month, 
should make the area even more 
attractive. The municipality envi- 
sions the Ayalon Highway as the 
backbone of a second central busi- 
ness district to compete with the old- 
er one surrounding the Migdal Sha- 
lom. A spokesman says that 
although the site isn’t offering spe- 
cific incentives to developers, pro- 
jects like the Shalom Centre, should 
jure further development.

The develop- 
er, Savir Contractors Ltd., says 30 
of the units will be five rooms apiece 
at prices up to $160,000, with the 
remaining flats six rooms each at

TO BUY OR NOT TO BUY - that 
is the question people should be ask- 
ing as. after many false starts, a 
devaluation is now likely to occur 
shortly. Prices, especially on the sec- 
ond-hand market, are set in dollars, 
and theoretically their shekel equiv- 
alent should go up by the same per- 
centage as the devaluation (which is 
now widely expected to be 15%). 
That would suggest that, on the one 
hand, buyers without free foreign 
currency accounts (patah) buy be- 
fore the devaluation and, on the 
other, that it makes no difference at 
all to those with rights to foreign 
currency. In fact, there is a good 
case for everyone to wait. 

In practice, most developers cut 
their dallar price ἃ little after a de- 
valuation. which means the shekel 
price will probably be higher than 
before but somewhat less than the 
devaluation. For those with dollars 
that will yield a small discount. Even 
for those without. or who depending 
on a government mortgage for a 
jarge portion of the price, there are 
dollar-linked investments and a 
range of other investments that 
promise approximately the same 
yields. Putting your money into such 
a scheme and waiting could buy 
both time to settle on the right home 
without undue pressure and, per- 
haps. cut the effective price.

TEL AVIV -- Tel Aviv's hotels will 
not be fall this Christmas. Foreign 
tourism to the city dropped 15% in 
the second half of 1988 compared 
with the latter half of last year. 
To take up the slack, the Tel Aviv- 
Jaffa Tourism Association and the 
Greater Tel Aviv branch of the Israe] 
Hotels Federation have expanded 
their annual winter campaign to at- 
tract domestic vacationers. 
“A city that doesn’t stop”’ will be 
the slogan of the three-month-long 
campaign set to begin January 1. 


Television service announcements, 
billboards and newspaper advertise- 
ments will tout Tel Aviv as an ‘‘ur- 
ban resort” particularly suited for 

“Qur surveys show that Israelis 
are interested in principle in taking 
winter holidays.” said Edna Rosenb- 
loom, the Tourism Ministry official 
responsible for domestic tourism, 
told a press conference this week. 
“<Jt’s just a matter of making them 
aware of the possibilities.”” 

This year’s effort will be the big- 
gest ever, with 33 hotels of various 


ratings -- from the deluxe Dan and 
Daniel to the two-star Moss and Im- 
perial — offering discounts. Many 
will provide special payment ar- 
Fangements as well. Each customer 
will also get a card entitling him to 
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discounts at over 50 stores and cul- 


tural institutions, including the Tel 
Aviv Museum, the various branches 
of the Eretz Yisracl Museum, the- 
atres, night clubs and Gan Ha'ir.

In a recent case in the Tel Aviv District 
Court, a number of important issues

were contested. their significance lying 

BURDEN in the way the judge saw the situation 
i, and the precedents the rulings set. 

Jeff Broide An insurance agent and a company 


were set up by the appellant, who also acted as an insurance agent. The 
appellant both issued insurance policies on behalf of the insurance company 
and acted as agent for them. In terms of the agreement between the partis, 
the company was entitled to pay the net premiums due over to the insurance 
company within a certain stipulated period of time without interest or 
linkage. 

The question facing the court was whether such credit constituted a Joan 
in terms of Section 3 (I) of the Income Tax Ordinance. The other issues 
raised in the case included non-deductibility of expenses incurred on over- 
seas travel by the company and, finally. relating to the appellant personally, 
the issue of whether drawings against goodwill charged to the company 
should be considered payment for the goodwill or drawings. 

ΓῚ 15 it a loan? 

The agreement between the insurance company and the agent stipulated 
that once a month the agent would transfer the net amount due, together 
with a report of the policies issued that month. In fact. the appellant 
maintained he was acting, for all intents and purposes in place of the 
insurance company. 

Do these funds collected from the insured in fact constitute a loan, or are 
the fimds merely held back, similar perhaps to a short-term credit granted? 

The judge held that it was not relevant to whom the funds belonged after 
they were collected, even if they did belong to the agent for all intents and 
purposes. The question, in his opinion, was who had the right to receive the 
money before the appellant collected the funds. Here it would appear to be 
clear that since the policy was made out in the nume of the insurance 
company. that the insurance company was entitled (o the funds and merely 
agreed that the insurance agent hold them for a fixed period. Therefore, the 
holding back of such funds does constitute a loan of money even if 
indirectly. ᾿ ε 

It is strange though that the judge held that the difference between this 
case and that of credit granted to 2 customer for goods supplied are 
different. In this case the cash resources were increased, whereas in the 
latter merely the inventory of the purchaser is increased. In the judge's 
opinion, the term loan implies the transfer of money for a certain period of 
time. This definition would seem rather awkward. 

. O Calculating the joan : 

The appellant also contested the assessing officer's method of calculating 
the amount of the loan for the year under review, maintaining that many of 
the credit balances were incorrectly applied. The assessor maintained that 
the balances were often artificially created because of the receipt of post- 
dated cheques which, when recorded, resulted in immediate crediting of the 
particular insured client’s account. In addition. the assessor maintained that 
neither the appellant nor his accountants had supplied information that 
would enable the tax authorities to calculate the size of the loan accurately. 

The court accepted this explanation maintaining that if the appellant felt 
otherwise, he should have submitted appropriate evidence t the tax au- 
thorities. The judge accepted the statement by the tax office that should the 
appellant submit the figures, even at this late stage, they would alter their 
calculations accordingly. 

D Travelling overseas 

The appellant had travelled overseas but had failed to supply evidence his 
trips helped in the production of income. The assessing officer was told only 
that the taxpayer had travelled with the intention of trying to establish a 
relationship with an unnamed overseas company so as to be their represen- 
tative in Israel but that nothing had come of these negotiations. The judge 
here concurred with the tax office, disallowing the expenses incurred on the 
trip. 

ΓΙ Selling goodwill 
The company had been set up in 1977 but the appellant had sold the good 
will he maintained the business was worh to the company some years later, 
maintaining that such goodwill involved his personal connections and the 
trust built up among his customers. 

The tax authorities, however, contested the fact that the goodwill had not 
been sold on the setting up of the company, but rather some years later and, 
therefore, treated his drawings against the goodwill of the apne as a loan 
given by the company and not as a repayment for the goodwill sold. In fact, 

¢ tax office saw this sale as an artificial transaction in terms of Section 86, 
which thus enables the tax authorities to disregard the entire transaction. 

It would appear that the appellant also stated in his evidence that the 
monies he drew on account of the goodwill were, as it were, monies from the 

mpany profits. 

judge held that this latter statement ould appear to be the correct 
explanation. Instead of receiving a salary or dividends from the company, 
the appellant withdrew them as payment for goodwill as it would therefore 
be liable to capital gains taxes and not regular income tax. 

From the nays of these three different issues, we learn the ayes — careful 
note should be taken thereof.

WASHINGTON - The U.S. yester- 
day announced that it will pay as 
much as $500,000 for information 
Jeading to “the prevention, frustra- 
tion or favourable resolution of ter- 
rorist acts against U.S. persons or 

property overseas.” 

Since 1984, the U.S. bas offered 
large financial rewards to anyone 
with information leading “to the ar- 
rest and conviction of the perpetra- 
tors of specific terrorist acts.” 

Yesterday's announcement, made 
at the State Department, would dra- 
matically expand the earlier pro- 
gramme. “We will continue to pur- 
sue all the possible means of 
combatting terrorism,” said spokes- 
woman Phyllis Oakley in making the 
announcement. 

In order to publicize the expand-

. She said, the State 
Department is distributing posters 
advertising payment of up to 
$500,000 for information that aids in 
the prevention of terrorist acts or 
leads to the arrest or conviction of 
individuals who have committed 
such acts. 

The posters, she said, will be 
printed in English, French, Ger- 
man, Spanish and Arabic, and will 
be sent to all U.S. diplomatic pasts 
overseas. 

She said the selection of these five 
languages was the result of “effi- 
ciency ~ we want to hit the areas 
where we think that we're going to 
have the most impact based on ex- 
perience from terrorist incidents. 

She described the rewards pro- 
gramme as “one of the tools that we 
have to prevent and investigate inci- 
dents of terrorism.” 


e, London set up 
contacts with PLO

The Netherlands and Britain are 
to send officials to Tunis next month 
to establish contacts with the PLO, 
official sources in The Hague said 
yesterday. ‘ ‘ 

The Netherlands is to send a two- 
man team to Tunis from January 8 
to 10, to make an initial contact with 
the PLO, and British Foreign Office 
Minister William Waldegrave will 
visit the PLO headquarters there 
around the middle of the month. 

On Monday the EC foreign minis- 
ters mandated a three-man team, 
comprising the foreign ministers of 
Greece, France and Spain, to con- 
tact Israel, the PLO and other “‘par- 
ties involved” in the conflict. 

Except for a “‘courtesy" visit by a 
Dutch foreign ministry official at the 
PLO office in Tunis some weeks ago 
in the course of a tour of Libya, 
Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco, the 
Netherlands has had no previous of- 
ficial contact with the PLO. 

In London, Whitehall officials 
yesterday slammed as “sensational- 
ist, tabloid-style staff” a report in 
The Times that suggested that Wal- 
degrave was to undertake an initia- 
tive independent of both the U.S. 
and the Εἰ Community, and 
toned ἀρ feaped ibe yt to 
“bre e impasse cai y Isra- 
el’s refusal to pick up the olive 
branch.” 

Waldegrave, who met in London 
earlier this month with PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat's adviser, Bassam 
Abn Sharif, ending a five-year ban 


on ministerial contacts with the 
PLO, is expected to fly to Israel and 
Jordan in the weeks after his Tunis 
visit.

Health fund’s phone-in _ | Rightists decline to cooperate 
gives Bezek a headache

Kupat Holim Clalit’s new doctors’ 
appointment system at 250 commu- 
nity clinics has produced a giant 
headache for Bezek and for many 


wasn't consulted or even informed 
in advance of the new system. Bezek 
learned of the phone-in appoint- 
ment system from the newspapers 
and Kupat Holim's major public-

Kupat 
Holim is responsible for this com- 
munications traffic jam.” 

Bezek says it is willing to install as 
many new lines as Kupat Holim 
needs, even in areas that are not 
currently hooked up, but Kupat Ho- 
lim is pleading poverty. A new line 
costs about 500. 

Asked to comment, health fund 
spokesman David Tagar 
“amazement” at Bezek’s com- 
plaints. “We have ordered many 
new lines and have the budget for 
Sener ere but ara has not been 
able to kee; with our ts.” 

As for the tay lines, ds cokes 
man said that either the doctor or 
ourse or clerk answers the phone, 
and that daring the late morning 
hours the pressure is usually “rea- 
sonable.” He conceded, however, 
that the clinics need considerably 
more fines than Kupat Holim can 
afford, and that it cannot hire 
switchboard operators as “we are in 
a period of dismissals.” 


Pickering reaffirms relationship 


Outgoing U.S. Ambassador 
Thomas Pickering last night reaf- 
firmed the enduring and continuing 
U.S.-Israel_ relationship, despite 
“our enriching differences.” 

Speaking at a farewell dinner in 
his honour at the Knesset hosted by 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres, 
Pickering said that the U.S. is dedi- 
cated to helping Israel to achieve 
peace with security. 

Pointing out that both in Wash- 
ington and Jerusalem new govern- 
ments will take over soon, he 

that there were real chal- 
lenges in the days ahead, both in the 


peace process and in dangers of war. 
It was therefore important to move 
from violence to peace and to show 
creativity in order to find ways to 
success in the direction of peace. 
Pickering is leaving next week and 
the new U.S. ambassador, William 
Brown, will arrive here on the same 
day and present his credentials to 
President Herzog a day after he
